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TEACH YOUR SERVANTS. 


They Need to Learn Many Things 
- to Make Things Pleasant. - 


Pleasures of Housekeeping May Be 
Greatly Enhanced If the Work Is Done 
: Neatly, Systematically and Econom- 
ically—Some Valuable Hints. 


Some things may be taught one’s serv- 
ants about dining-room service which every 
good servant should know, and which are 
not trifling matters nor of little impor- 
tance. The great majority of servants 
know only half their duties, and yet, truth- 
fully observes the Chicago Herald, they 


|} firmly believe they “know it ail.” 


Teach them that the setting of the table 
can make a frugal meal a success. Teach 

em to lay the creases of the table-cloth 
straight; .a wavy line up and down the 
length of a table is a constant vexation. 
Teach them to use extreme carein making 
the arrangements of each cover exactly 
similar, and to see that the lines on either 
side the table between one claret glass and 
another, etc., are straight as a die, that all 
the distances are evenly proportioned, and 
that all the articles are placed so as to be 
as little as may bein any one’s way, while 
as near as possible to every one’s hand. 
Just above the forks a small salt-cellar and 
pepper-castor (cayenne, also, if liked) 
should be put for each person, as well as 
the individual butter-plate. Every knife 
and fork should lie with precision upon the 
cloth. One cover carelessly put on ruins 
the effect of the whole table. 

Teach them to cut the breail the right size 
for soup, and to be exact about the thinness 
of each slice, as well as the necessity of 
having the pile arranged exactly even upon 
the bread dish. Teach them to be as partic- 
ular in the laying of the sideboard and the 
side tables as in the table itself; that much 
of the charm of a well-served meal depends 
on what is placed on these pieces of furni- 
ture. Extra dishes and table utensils, veg- 
etables and bread should be placed on the 
sidetable. The dessert, sugar and cream, 
sometimesthe salad, and any thing that is 
a pretty accessory, must go on the side- 
board. Teach them to wipe every dish be- 
fore leaving the pantry, especially such as, 
from their use, must needs come from the 
kitchen. A dish should no more be allowed 
to remain in a condition that will leave a 
rim on the cloth of the side table than to be 
placed on the table itself in such shape, 
Teach them careful habits of keeping the 
table-cloth clean, how to dip smal! spots ina 
bow] of boiling water and then set the bowl! 
itself on the table, the cloth spread out over 
this slight elevation to dry, which it should 
be by the time the work in the butler’s pan- 
try isdone up. Teach them the monetary 
value of each piece of china and giass, and 
that they are responsible for each indvid- 
ual article. If the lesson seems a hard one 
to learn, enforce it by exacting payment for 
broken things. Itis a disagreeable task to 
set one’s seif, but often is the only means to 
anend. Teach them that the silver (the 
small silver in daily use) must be counted 
after dinner every night, without fail. Ifa 
spoon or a fork is abstracted occasionally it 
serves as a test. Teach them to uniearn a 
habit which they have probably been taught, 
to lay all the forks and knives at each cover 
which will be used during the meal. It is 
far better to supply them as they are needed 
from the side table. Some persons dislike 
extremely to see such an array of imple- 
ments of war before them. 

Teach them the need of keepitig a watch- 
ful eye on every person, s0 as to supply 
their needs witnout the necessity of being 
told, to keep the glasses filled, the butter 
replenished, a knife and fork always at 
hand, a spoon ready, etc. In spite of the 
many demands on them, a well-trained serv- 
ant will always dothis. Teach them that 
to offer one dish without its accessories is a 
capital crime, as coffee without sugf@r, or 
small fruit without cream and sugar, etc 

Teach them to step about the room and 
round the table as if they were shod in vel- 
vet; in fact, see that they do wear felt shoes 
in the dining-room. Teach them the neces- 
sity of extreme neatness about their per- 
sonal appearance. If you can afford to em- 
ploy good servants see that they have a 
comfortable place for bathing, and make 
them understand that finger-nails can and 
must be kept clean. Teach them the suita- 
bility of clothes, and do not permit them to 
go about the house in your half-soiled finery. 
Remember the case of the young house- 
keeper who, having a new bodice made to a 
certain dinner-gown, gave the old one to her 
parlor maid, and, wearing the dress on the 
occasion of a dinner, was crushed on be- 
holding the maid come in to serve at table 
got up in the old bodice of her mistress’ 
gown, long lace ruffles in the sleeves, and 
all. Teach them that every thing about the 
dining-room must be Kept immaculate. 
Teach them to go to the left of persons at 
table in serving, but to the right with wines. 
Teach them theinestimable value of silence, 
both of look and voice. 

Teach them that the highest value in 
servants is their willingness to oblige; 
vhat a reply to the effect that “such a thing 
is not my work’’ will not be permitted a 
~ d time, and that whatever you desire 

one to do must be done without 
demur. Teach them the value of your 
smile or your frown, and that you always 
remember that they are human, but are 
paid to attend upon your word. Teach them 
to be able, in case of necessity, todo each 
other’s work well and to relieve you of any 
anxiety and trouble ifone falls ill or has 
an accident. 

Remember that one’s servants and 
service refiect one’s success at housekeep- 
ing, and that there is no reason why serv- 
ants should be poor housekeepers either. 
Patience. unlimited. unfailing patience, is

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A BIG THIEF. 


The Agent of the Chinese Rake in 
Everything in Sight. 

The Chronicle says: Leong Hang 
Tsang, the Chinese Consul-General, 
who is stationed in this city, is charged 
by bis countrymen onh te Pacific coast 
with all manner of crookedness. He 
is to be made defendant to-morrow in 
a suit for $24,000 to be instituted in the 
United States Circuit Court by Moy 
Bock Hing, a Chinese contracter from 
Portiaod, The Chinese Consul Gen- 
eral arrived here three years ago from 
Canvon. He had charge of the dis- 
tribation of moneys paid by the 
United States Government to recom- 
pense the sufferings by riot and fire 
at Rock Springs, Seattle, Eureka, 
Truckee, Redding and other points. 
The United States Government, by 
various acts of Congress, agreed to in- 
demnify those Chinese in this country 
who suffered at the hands of mobs and 
riote, and during the last three years 
something like $400,000 has been 
appropriated for that purpose. The 
Uhbinese Consul-General, who had in 
charge the work of distributing this 
money, it is alleged, has paid over 
onl 100,000 to t roper persons, 
while sonething like ,000 remains 
unaccounted for. Prominent mer- 
chants in Chinatown make other 
serious charges against him, and 4 
complaint has been made tothe Em- 
peror of China of his actions. Shoald 
the money-making diplomat be re- 
called, and the charges be proved 
against him, the punishment for bis 
crime will be nothing short of death, 
and a terrible death at that, for he will 
be beheaded by the ax of the chief 
executioner. ;

An Interested Party Discusses the 
Water Question. 


Dr. Hogan has an interesting letter 
in this morning’s Journal. He says: 

To make the case as simple as pos- 
sible I will take two persons. In the 
Spring of 1860 John Doe came to the 
Truckee Meadows, located a piece of | 
land and dug the first ditch that ever 
took water from the Truckee. What 
right had John Doe to divert that water 
from its natural flow? The God-given 
and undisputed right of every man to 
subsist himself and family, and in our 
State water is a necessity for subsis- 
tence. In 1862 Richard Roe took up 
a piece of land above John Doe and 
built a ditch. Did John object? No; 
he was glad to bave him for a neigh- 
bor, and went up tue river toshow him 


where to take out his ditch, and then 
instructed him how to use it in irriga- 
tion. What right had Richard to the 
water? Just the same God-given right 
John bad, and no other. There were 
thousands of inches of water running 
to waste, and neither ever expected to 
want for it. They prospered for five 
years, but on the sixth neither of them 
had any water. For this calamity has 
John any cause of action against Rich- 


makes it unnecessary to answer it. 
The there is 
for one. Now, gen- 
tlemen, does John’s ditch entitle 
him to the exclusive right to the 
water? Richards’s right when he 
took out the ditch was equal to 
that of Jobn, and do you hold that 
that furrow inthe ground gives John 
the right to ruin and starve Richard? 
Would it not be more in accord with 
the teachings of justice to either divide 
the land or water till a more favorable 
season, or till John and Richard could 
devise some means to provide them- 
selves with a never failing supply? 
Richard’s claim is the claim of every 
ditch-owner now on the Truckee river, 
against your preferred claims. 

Admitting that John’s claim is good, 
for himself, and that he has a perfect 
right in law to starve Richard anda 
hundred others if needs be, the next 

uestion I want you to answer is this: 
John Doe became immensely rich, and 
in the year 1888 sold out his posses- 
sions to Paddy Coe, who came direct 
from the of Ireland one month 
before. Did John’s furrow give Paddy 
the sanie right to ruin Richard that 
John had, or did John when he went 
back to live in New York take with 
him his right to the use of the waters 
of the Truckee? 

The next.question for your consider- 
ation is this: At the present time I 
believe there is not a ditch-owner who 
would not be willing to bond his 
ditch for apy reasonable sum, say 
five dollars per inch or more of the wa- 
ter he claims, to store what water will 
be needed for all. Establish your 
priority of rights, and I serious! 
doubt whether they will enter so woe d 
Hy into the scheme of storing water, 
when they know that, should there be 
a scarcity, what is your case now will 
be theirs then. 

What the law will do for you I can- 
not pretend to say, but in my epinion 
the best course to pursue is to make 
all ditches as one ditch, and hereafter 
so divide the water that each ditch, in 
times of scarcity, will get its just pro- 

ion, and no more, to all the water 
in the Trackee, which now can be eas-
